Booze and water don’t mix 


Operating a boat under the 
influence of alcohol is the same as 
operating a motor vehicle under 
the influence. The fines are the 
same. And your fine is processed 
through the same court system. 

And yet how many people who 
own and operate boats will take 
along some booze this weekend 
while cruising our region’s lakes 
and rivers? Most would never 
consider having an open hottle of 
heer on their person while driving 
their vehicle to the marina or boat 

It’s an issue that strikes at the 
heart of boat safety, especiaUy 
Eifter this weekend as the official 
start of summer was launched. 

Indeed, the Canadian Safe 
Boating Council on Saturday is 
launching its annual Safe Boating 
Awareness Week, in an effort to 
reach out to Canada’s estimated 
16 million recreational boaters. 

The Council has five key mes¬ 
sages it wants to impress upon 
boaters, and while wearing a life 
jacket is No. 1, their second mes¬ 
sage is to avoid alcohol 
Meanwhile, OPP and local police 
services are issuing the usual 
warnings about safety on the 
water, but a central theme is alco¬ 
hol. 

The bottom line is that booze 
tmd water just don’t mix. Indeed, 
those who drink alcohol and 
operate a boat can be charged 
with impaired operation of a ves¬ 
sel under the Criminal Code of 


Canada if their blood alcohol level 
exceeds 80 mg of alcohol per 100 
ml of blood. 

The consequences can be 
severe. Those convicted of an 
alcohol-related offence while 
operating a boat can also face a 
significant increase to their insur¬ 
ance, and might even lose their 
licence to operate a car. 

And there’s also the risk of civil 
liability. 

But even if you’re not drinking 
this weekend while out on your 
boat, there are other safety con¬ 
siderations to keep in mind. As 
noted by the Safe Boating 
Council, boaters are required by 
law in Ontario to equip their ves¬ 
sel with mandatory equipment 
such as life jackets, flares, fire 
extinguishers, an anchor, sound 
signaling device, hand pump, 
buoyant heaving fine, and naviga¬ 
tion lights. 

Other advice from the Safe 
Boating Council is for boaters to 
take a boating course, to be pre¬ 
pared while on the water, and to 
be aware of the dangers associat¬ 
ed with cold water immersion. 

A spokesperson with the Safe 
Boating Council says over 80% of 
the people who drown while boat¬ 
ing are not wearing a fife jacket. 
Moreover, alcohol is a factor in 
40% of boating fatalities. 

And so alcohol can be as dan¬ 
gerous on our lakes and rivers as 
it is on our roads and highways.

“NOTL is an amazing place 
and Butler's Barracks is a great 
place to see live music,” said 
Lefko in an email from 
California. 

“We put a lot of time and 
effort to build our relationship 
with the community and we 
value the bond we created.

Jarred Picher of Parks Canada 
worked with Lefko and his crew 
on the last two events to ensure

CaughiU Auto Wreckers is par¬ 
ticipating in the fourth annual 
scrap-tire take-back, to benefit the 
Sunshine Foundation, the only 
Canadian charity to provide indi¬ 
vidual dreams to children with 
severe physical disabiUdes or life- 
threatening illnesses. 

Last year auto wreckers raised 
$175,000 in the tire recycUng blitz 


organized by the Ontario Tire 
Stewardship and the Ontario 
Automotive Recyclers Association, 
for the Sunshine Foundation of 
Canada, a charitable organization 
that makes dreams come true for 
children with severe physical dis¬ 
abilities or Ufe-threatenlng lllness- 

Also, more than 58,000 tires 
were coUected last year's Tire Ihke 
Back campaign across Ontario, to 
be recycled properly and safely. 

There is no cost to the con¬ 
sumer for dropping off tires, and 
the auto wrecker and Emterra 
Waste Management give up their 
fees for coUectlng and pictog up 
the used tires. 

Although the number of used 
tires has dried up a litde since the 
first year — proof that the program 
works, says WaUy Dingman of 
CaughiU Wreckers — he stUl has 
farmers who have put off cleaning 
up their yard bringing in what 
they've coUected over years of 
farming. 

He had one caU him recently 
and ask if he could drop off 10 tires 


— the Umlt is usuaUy four, but the 
beauty of the program is the 
amnesty on rules and regulations 
in effect the rest of the year, says 
Dingman, 

When the farmer showed up, 
he had 50 tires of varying types 
and sizes he'd cleaned up, says 

"There are stiU people out there 
who hear about the event and 
decide to clean up the yard," he 
says. "That's good for the program 
and good for the Sunshine 
Foundation." 

The tires that are coUected can 
be reused, recycled into new, 
green products or disposed of in 
an environmentaUy responsible 
way, rather than illegally 
dumped. 

Tires can be used to create roof¬ 
ing material, mbber mats, play¬ 
ground products, hockey rinks and

The coUection site that brings in

date in the February bye¬ 
lection, she couldn't make 
it happen, says Gansel.

Propagation Ban and 
Sampling of Plants 
Susceptible to Plum Pox Virus 


Between May and October 2014, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) will be inspecting selected rural and residential properties in 
the Niagara Region, to sample susceptible trees for the Plum Pox Virus 
and/or to verify compliance with the propagation ban that is in place. 
This means that property owners may see CFIA inspectors on their 
property. 

The Niagara Region is currently under federal quarantine. Regulations 
are in place to prevent the spread of plum pox virus outside of the 
quarantine area. Plum Pox Virus is a serious plant disease that threatens 
Canada’s stone fixiit industry. It does not affect human or animal 
health. 

Plants that are susceptible to the virus include apricot, nectarine, 
peach and, plum trees, and some ornamental shrubs such as purpleleaf 
sandcherry. 

A ban on propagation is in place. This ban prohibits anyone in the 
Niagara quarantine area from producing trees and plants that are 
susceptible to the virus. This includes producing trees and plants from 
seed, cuttings, grafting or any other method.
